rise aod tall of wheat, the farmer as a gen­ 
eral rule can’t enter the speculative arena, 
hut must wait for months to realize on his 
crops, “aod it is impossible for him in the 
meantime to insure himself against the in­ 
evitable change* in the currency.”

HOW 
AN IRREDEEMABLE 
PAPER 
CHEATS FARMERS. 


Among the clasaea of persons moat easily 
effected by the depreciation of an incon­ 
vertible currency, a currency that can 
hardly maintain the same value over night* 
are the farmers and labonngmen. A sa 
general rule they are the first ones chested 
by the depreciation of paper. 
Why Is this 
the case so tar as farmers are c joe era od ? 
Because when the currency depreciates— 
the purchasing power of the paper dollar 
going down, the prices which the termer 
receives for his products do not rise in a 
corresponding 
degree 
with 
articles 
which 
are 
manufactured. 
This 
has 
been the case every year ainee the war. 
Almost every manufactured article doubled 
in price ta ISGI and 'Go, ani kept there tor 
many years, but did wheat,oat!, corn, bar­ 
ley, or other products of the farm rise 
equally with manufactured goods ? Not 
at all. 
While the farmer was paying from 
one hundred to two hundred per cent, 
more for his clothing, and bis machinery, 
at that time, he was getting only one~halt 
of what he should have received for hi* 
grain. For instance: In 1865, the highest 
price paid for wheat in Milwaukee was 
$1.42; in 1809, $1.11; in 1870, $1.06; la 
1873, 1.41; and yet he was paying for 
the goods he was compelled to buy. more 
than 
one 
hundred 
per 
cent 
in 
1865 aud ’69 than ho 
is 
now, and 
at least fifty per cent more in 1870 and '73 
than in 1878. 
Three or four years ago, Prof. Perry, of 
Masmchusetta, one of the ablest political 
economists in this country, delivered an 
address at Omaha, to hundreds of termers, 
to whom he explained why an irredeema­ 
ble currency bore most heavily on the 
farmers. He said manufactured articles 
are the quickest to rise in value owing to 
depreciated paper, because as a rule mane* 
facturers are sharp business men, shrewd 
and intelligent, and to save themselves 
from the loss, quickly raise the price Of 
their goods, while it ta impossible for 
termers to do that. Agricultural products, 
which are largely exported to foreiga 
countries, scarcely rise in price at all, un­ 
less there is a pressing demand for a large 
supply. Prof. Perry gave the reason for 
this that the foreign gold price of that part 
which Is exported, determines the home 
price of the whole crop. There is only one 
wholesale price oi wheat of the anne grade 
in New York city, whether it is exported 
or whether it Is for home consumption. 
Tbs gold price in Liverpool determines 
the currency pries in New York so long ss 
any wheat is exported ; and the price in 
New York likewise determines the price 
In 
Chicago 
and 
other 
Western 
cities, “lf the premium on gold, in con­ 
sequence oi a depredated paper, were ss 
high ss the average rite of prices, it woald 
not bs so had, but it never is ” and the con­ 
sequence is that farmers in tne ase of poor 
money, “have to pay a great deal mo** for 
ell they need to buy, aod get a very UUU 
more, or nothing at alt, for all they have 
to sell.” 
Every farmer will remember, aa Prof 
Perry aiys. that wheat WM no higher in 
currency in 1873 than it WM lo gold in 


The Belfast Age, the ablest National 
newspaper i i Maine, supported Mr. Mu reb 
tor Congress as against Eugene Hale.

Terrible Summer iu Tunis-1 3 2 Decrees 
iu the Shade. 
Mr. George ll. Heap, the (Jolted States 
Consul at Tunis, ha* forwarded to Protestor 
Baird, at theSmithsooiao Institution, an 
interesting letter in regard to the climate 
there. The letter pays: “Heat of an un­ 
paralleled rn tensity has prevailed in this 
region since the middle ot July. 
It was 
greater a few miles in the interior than in 
the city of Tunis, or at 
the seashore at 
Carthage, where aaea breeze prevail* from 
midday lo sunset. To give you some idea 
of the temperature, I will state that on the 
hoe ol railroad rn course of construction 
lrorn Tunis westward to Begiu, at a dis­ 
tance of twenty to forty miles from the 
sea, the mercury rose almost 52 degrees 
Cent. (125 0 degrees Fahrenheit) in the 
■tone but* occupied by the the working­ 
men, and to 50 degrees Cent* (132.fi de­ 
grees Fahrenheit) 
in the wooden ones. 
The men could not handle the metals with 
their naked hands. It Is singular that there 
were no cases of actual sunstroke, though 
many were rendered ill, aud the Director 
of the road, who gave me this statement, 
and who was obliged to spend several days 
on the line, though returning to Tunis at 
night was in a deplorable condition. The 
immunity of the workingmen exposed to 
this terrible heat from congestioa of the 
brain mav be accounted for by their ab­ 
stinence from spirituous drinks and ice 
water. Mast offthem are Arabs, who nev­ 
er touch wine or fermented liquors, and 
Italians who are almost as abstenious. 
These facts may possess a certain internet 
in view ol the heat waye which has recent­ 
ly passed over the United States and 
caused so much suffering and loss of life. 
It would appear that in the heat ol 125 de­ 
grees to 132 degrees In the shade is lass fa­ 
tal rn its effect in this region than DG de* 
frees to 105 in the United States. 
Dur­ 
ing the period of high temperature the 
thermometer in the city of Tunis generally 
rose to HO degrees in the shade, and to 
about IOO degrees at the seashore.

LIFE INSURANCE. 


The Nev York Times, in a series of articles, 
ha* presented its theory in relation to life in­ 
surance. 
It begins by noting its decline. By 
careful figuring, it makes the assets of all the 
companies to Im eleven millions of dollars less 
at the close of 1877 than they were at the close 
of 1876 ; that is, the assets at the close of '76 
were more than four hundred and seven mill­ 
ions, at the close of ’77 they were more than 
three hundred and ninety-six millions. It is 
not at painstaking to compare the decline of 
the assets of like amount, or of any propor­ 
tionate amount in any other business, and 
forgets also to name the lessening of liabilities. 
The fact remains that it is strange beyond 
account thai in such a year as the one just 
passed the grand total of assets did not decrease 
four times the amount named, and so they would 
have done but that the securities selected by 
the companies were taken with excellent judg­ 
ment. The expenditures and extravagances in 
doing business come in for their share of repre­ 
hension. This kind of talk has become chronic, 
but every new writer rushes for a new patent 
There may be exceptional cases, but the salaries 
paid to officers of life insurance companies are 
smaller, if the magnitude of their respective 
trusts is considered, than to any other salaried 
men, and the expenses of a first-class mutual 
life insurance company, in proportion to the 
amount of the business and profits paid its 
policy-holders, show a smaller percentage than 
those of any other corporative or even any 
large mercantile concern. 
It will require the 
c a p ita l of twenty banks to make a sum equal 
to the resources of a large life company, and 
the salaries of the bank officers will be five 
times as much as those of the company. The 
salary of many an agent, whose concern 
represents less than a couple of millions of 
dollars, is treble that of president of a life 
insurance company whose assets are nearly 
fifty millions. 
There are book-keepers and 
third and fourth partners in mercantile houses 
whose separate salaries are larger than is paid 
the secretary of a large life company, and the 
duties and responsibilities of that secretary far 
outnumber and outmeasure those of many such 
business men. * It is no argument that a life
